THE NEGLECT OF SCIENCE 


Neglect of science is respon- 
sible for England’s mistakes, ac- 
cording to Prof. E. B. Poulton of 
Oxford university. In speaking 
of “‘science and the great war,”’ 
he said: 

‘*Nearly all our failures in the 
present conflict, have been due to 
the national neglect of science and 
the excessive predominance in 
parliament and especially in the 
government of the spirit that is 
the most antagonistic to science 
—the spirit of the advocate.’’ 


The great danger of the lawyer 
politician in time of crisis, ac- 
2ording to the speaker, is that he 
has been accustomed to live in 
an atmosphere of compromise, of 
action based on finding a means 
between conflicting interests and 
of scrupulous regard for prec- 
adent. In war, the advocate 
makes the worst possible guide. 
The British government has de- 
sided a number of vital issues 
without scientific evidence and 
aven then, for the sake of ap- 
pearances, has clung to its mis- 
takes. As a result, thousands of 
lives have been sacrificed. 

As an instance in point, Prof. 
Poulton spoke of the ignorance 
of science on the part of the min- 
istry that had to be driven into 
declaring fats, oils, and cotton as 
contraband. One third of the 
German ammunition for heavy 
guns consists of nitro-glycerine, 
and fats are the only source of 
glyeerine. 

The speaker pronounced it dan- 
gerous for a country whose pros- 
perity depended on science to be 
tuled by politicians and civil ser- 
-vants utterly ignorant of scientific 
knowledge. Manufacturers are 
based on applied science. Great 
Britain is a manufacturing coun- 
try. 

While Britain has taken a 
greater lead in the development 
of science than Germany, science 
still stands apart in the general 
educational scheme. In Germany, 
science is put to every possible 
use by the government. German 
success in trench warfare has 
been entirely due to science. The 
British government, on the other 
hand, long delayed asking for and 
accepting advice on scientific as- 
pects of war from men qualified to 
speak,

a glove.

All signs, bells, whistles, gates and 
flagmen are helpless before an. auto- 
mobile driver’s recklessness, 

“For the purpose of observing the 
care exercised by drivers of motor 
vehicles, this company placed men- 
at a large number of grade cross- 
ings on this line. Their observations 
were startling! Of 33,500 drivers 
fifty-three per cent looked neither 
way before crossing railroad tracks! 
Eight per cent looked one way only, 
and but 174 -drivers, or fifty-two 
one-hundredths of one per cent, actu- 
ally stopped their machines before 
crossing. 

“From these actual observations it 
is apparent that men of undoubted 
intelligence choose to risk life and 
limb rather than wait a few minutes 
to let a train pass. 

“Because you once took a chance 
at a grade crossing and ran your 
automobile safely in front of an 
approaching train, do not trust to 
luck that you can do it again. 

“Trains must run on tracks and 
on time. Their operators have no 
choice of routes. But the automo- 
bilist can choose and regulate his 
rate of speed. 

“If drivers of motor’ vehicles 
would always associate the sight of 
a grade crossing with the instant ap- 
plication of their motors’ brakes, 
accidents to automobilists at grade 
crossings would soon be scarce, May 
we urge that you let the sign of a 
grade crossing sign instantly con- 
vey to you the warning to slow 
down or stop?’ It is a habit as 
easily acquired as your obedience 
to the traffic policeman’s unraised 
hand. 

“On the formation of this habit 
your life and those of your loved 
onés may some day depend. It fs 
better to wait at‘ a grade crossing 
than in a doctor's office.”
